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A great deposit of lime rock, the supnvly of which is 
almost inexhaustible, lies only four or five miles from 
Lompoe. This lime rock is said to be the finest in 
quality of any found in the state. 

There are also immense deposits of diatomaceous 
earth found within two or three miles of the city. 
This mineral has extensive commercial value and the 
demand is increasing very rapidly. A large factory to 
grind diatomaceous earth is in active operation. 
Petroleum is being developed in several different sec- 
tions about Lompoc which lies in one of the largest oil 
fields of the world. 


CLIMATE 
The winter in Lompoc Valley may be compared to 
the climate of Italy, for here the sun-lit, balmy days 
are just as plentiful as in that foreign clime.  wue 
climate is very equable, the difference between the 
mean temprature for January and July being but 12 
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degrees. Records have been kept here for but a few 
years, but the following table will give the rsults for 
th years 1902, 1903, 1904, 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909 and 
1910:

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Lompoc Valley lies in the western part of Santa 
Barbara county, consequently is in the northern part 
of Southern California. Thus located, this interesting, 
attractive and fertile valley possesses in a large mea- 
sure all the best points of both the northern and 
southern sections of the great State of California. 


While the whole of this vast state is teeming with 
delightful surprises for the prospective settler, and 
ever awakening a new interest in those who wish to 
locate here, that portion known as the Lompoc Valley, 
with its contingent territory, covering about 203,000 
acres of land, will occupy our attention in this little 
booklet. 


Lompoc Valley is considered by all who know it as

The location being in’ Southern California, 
the temeprature is always agreeable, being the very 
best that California affords. 


Lompoe has good shipping facilities, being on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 

Lompoc has two flourishing banks whose open de- 
posits amount to the aggregate sum of $420,000, and 


whose savings bank deposits to the surprising amount 
of $575,000. 

Lompoe has schools of which she is justly proud. 
The high school building cost approximately $20,000, 
and the grammar school is one of the best in the 
county. 
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Lompoc is at present expending $16,000 in one of 
the best equipped industrial schools in the state. 

Lompoc has many of the best stores of the county 
all of which are in a thriving condition. There are 
seven churches, two weekly newspapers and many fra. 
ternal orders. 

Lompoc has many beautiful homes, and more in 
progress of construction. 

The lots in Lompoc are 25x140 in size and sell for 
residence purposes at $90 to $300 a lot according to 
location and neighborhood. Business lots sell for $300 
to $4000, also depending on proximity to business cen- 
ter. The business streets are 100 feet in width and the 
whole city is laid out at right angles and on a gener- 
ous scale. There are many beautiful homes, and the 


atmosphere of the place is one of contentment, pros- 
perity, enterprise and thrift.
